dollars. The suffering of the people is something terrible and 
to add to the horrors occasioned by the flood, the city .was in 
entire darkness during the, nigl^L owing to the electric lighting 
plants being put out of commission. A heavy down pour of 
rain added to the horrors of the night Upwards of 3000 home- 
less persons were housed in the offices of the National Cash 
Register Company. 


In the business section the offices are filled with men unable 


to get home, and the upper floors and on the roofs of some of 
the residences are helpless woman and children. 
Hundreds 


of houses, substantial buildings in the rcsidentinl districts, 
many of them with their occupants, have been swept away.

, Nolwithslaiuling the widespread agitation of Hie dan^r 


frum tuberculous Verms in milk, and the enactment of laws 
1o protect from Ihis direction, Ihe tjrealesl danger lies along 
Ihe line of unclean milk. We favor reasonable legislation lor 
Ihe suppression of tuberculosis in dairy animals and recognixe 
thai danger may exist in Ihe milk from animals in certain 
stages oHuberculosis, but we also contend that strict regula- 
tions, well enforced, in keeping lillh of all kinds out of the 
milk, are equally as important in producing and delivering to 
consumers a healthy milk supply. 


The greatest obstacle in securing Ihis lias been action of an 


unreasonable nature taken by city health authorities thai were 
based upon theory derived from a study of the question with- 
out practical knowledge of bow such regulations would apply 
in the actual handling of Ihe product. Such action lias caused 
unmerited criticism of all regulations issued by recognixed 
health authorities. 


The importance of supplying milk of undoubted healthful- 


ness, both as regards disease germs and lillh of all kinds, can 
hardly be overstated. This is not only true with regard lo Ihe 
health and lives of consumers, but is also true in the mailer 
of increased consumption of milk. If consumers could be as- 
sured of the hcallhfulness of milk lo such an extent that they 
would have absolute confidence in il, Ihe consumption of milk 
would increase lo such an extent as lo cause il lo sell for a 
higher price than il sells for today. 
Al present retail prices 


foV milk il is (he cheapest food product in the ma rite I for the 
amount of nutriment it contains 


The only way in which Ihis can be brought about is by a 


regular inspection of all herds and stables where milk is pro; 
dticed for market. Such inspection is not needed in a large 
proportion of milk-producing slables,. for Ihe most perl en 
sanitary conditions are now in force in Iheni, bill Ihe niimbei 
of producers thai do not give proper attention lo Ihis mallei 
discredit Ihe quality of Ihe entire milk supply. 
Laws a a 


enacted in all matters, mil to punish Hie people llial would tit 
right without any law, but lo compel Ihe others I" do right. 


'The repealed'allempls lo improve the wholesomeness o 


milk has had some ell'ecl in causing unwarranted suspicion o 
il, anil, as we,have said, lessened its consumption. .These al 
lempls, however, have hail a' wonderful ell'ecl in improving 
Ihe general milk supply and will do slill more in Ihis direclioi 
in flic future. 
No milk is now sent to market from such stable 


as it was sent len or fifteen years ago. 
A large share of Hi 


milk producers who were careless have either improved con 
dilions or changed lo some oilier line of production. .Tin 
dairymen producing milk will do well to aid the authorities in 
all reasonable requirements in Ihis direction, ami then they 
should be insistent thai the price received for their product is 
in proportion lo Ihe added cost. More requiremcnls are lo be 
made in I h e . f u t u r e and a belter price for milk must follow.—
